The MoGarrihan Ghost—A Bad Day fer 
: Spanish Grants. 
WASHINGTON, May 16. 


Wm. McGarrahan and several of 
his “eounsel” made their appearance 
at the House of Representatives in 


good time to-day and appeared to be 
quite busy. Word had gone out that 


an attempt to pass the McGarrahan 
claim under suspension of the rules 
would be made to-day, and with a fair 
prospect of success. Halt an hour be 
fore the Committee on Private Land 
Claims was called a correspondent 
met Chairman Pacheco of that com- 
mittee, whosaid: The McGarrahan 
men have weakened, and I don't think 
they will try it to-day; but I am 
watching them.” Pacheco’s surmise 
was correct. When the committee 
was called Muldoon kept his seat and 
Hazelton of Wisconsin, who is op- 
posed to the McGarrahan business, 
rose and asked the House to suspend 
the rules and pass the bill to confirm 
an old Spanish land grant in the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, a grant which 
involved the title to about half a mil- 
lion acres. There was a short and 
rather spicy discussion over this, but 
the House did not appear to be in a 
mood to cenfirm Spanish grants to- 
day, and the bill, instead of receiving 
a majority of two-thirds, was lost by 
a vote of more than three to one. 


A Good Day for Killing. 

MeEmpuis, Mey 15. 
In July last Apple Atkinson and his 
son James murdered the wife of the 
latter in Pennissott county, Missouri. 
They were convicted and sentenced to 
death, but escaped. News was re- 
ceived here thaton the 7th instant, 
near Trinity, Louisiana, Captain J. 
Hutchinson, of the River Mail Ser- 
vice, while trying to arrest them, was 
shot by the son, but did not die till he 
had shot and killed the father. The 

son escaped. 

Decatur, Ala., May 15. 

Andrew Allen, of Fayette county, 


who separated from his wife some 


months ago, called at her mother’s 
house and shot and killed her this 
morning. The woman's brother came 
in and shot and killed Allen. 


A Big Snake. 
Cuicaco, May 12. 

A snake twenty-five feet long and 
two feet thick came here ona steamer 
last week. It is the largest snake 
ever brought to the country. Mr. 
Bergh better be stirring, as Dr. Kohn 
proposes to put a calf in the cage with 
the enormous serpent. The Doctor 
says the serpent is a boa constrictor, 
and will absorb a calf head first in two 
heurs. The snake is in a well-ironed 
dry-goods box and covered with 
blankets. Kohn will give the snake a 
hot bath and get it out of its torpid 
state, when the calf will be given to it. 


The New York Fish Hatchery. 
New York, May 16. 

At a meeting of the New York As- 
sociation fer the Protection of Game 
and Fish, last night, Roosevelt spoke 
bitterly of the failure to appropriate 
money for carrying on the fish hatch- 
ery. State Fish Commissioner Blatch- 
ford, he said, wanted to turn the 
State’s money to raising shad; but 
Roosevelt thought it a pity to destoy 
the 4,000,000 eggs of California trout 
which had been obtained. 


Serious Charges. 
WASHINGTON, May 15. 

United States Marshal Russell, of 
the Western District of Texas, was 
arrested here to-day for presenting 
fraudulent expense accounts in con- 
nection with the transportation of 
prisoners. He traveled on free rail- 
road passes and charged for full fares, 
and also charged for guards never 
employed. It is understood several 
Deputy Marshals and some private 
banks are implicated in this fraud on 
the Government. 


The Hawaiian Missioa, 
Cuicago, May 16. 
The Critw says: Ex-Representative 
Rollin M. Daggett of Nevada is to be 
appointed U. 8. Minister to Honolulu. 
This post has been held ever since the 
first year of Hayes’ administration by 
General Comly of Ohio, formerly edi- 
tor of the State Journal. It is under- 
stood that Comly has grewn tired of 
absence from this country and is per- 
fectly willing to be recalled.

of the Land League funds, as reported, 
for the conviction of the assassins of 
Cavendish and Burke.”

Father Hayes at Chariton, Iowa, de- 
fended the Cavendish assassination 
from his pulpit in the Catholic church 
on Sunday. 


Aff Aoti-Chinese Railroad Riet. 
LEREDO, Texas, May 16. 
Information has just been received 
here that a railroad mob has taken 
forcible possession of the railroad at 
Crittenden, New Mexico, the cause of 
the riot being the present number of 
Chinese laborers. They drove all the 
Chinamen from the camp, and then 
seizing Scott, Superintendent of con- 
struction, hung him to à telegraph 
pole until he promised to hire no 
more Chinese. 


Guiteau's Last Hope. 
WASHINGTON, May 16. 

The Guiteau defense has petitioned 
the Supreme Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus for Guiteau, on the ground that 
the District Court has no jurisdiction 
in the case. The decision is against 
them. Guiteau is depressed by the 
report of the decision against him. 
Guiteau’s publishers say not over 100 
cepies of his book have been sold. 


An Exteasive Rodeo. 

CMI AGO, May 16. 
A general cattle round-up is now in 
progress in the Indian Nation, embrac- 
ing a tract forty miles wide by fifty 
long. One hundred thousand head 
are now on the trail and many more 
moving. There is a larger drive this 

season than ever before. 


A Fast Mail Service. 
WasHINGTON, May 16. 
The Postmaster General is prepar- 
ing a schedule for a fast mail service, 


under the new appropriation. The 
plan is to have a fast train from New 
York to San Francisco and another 
from Boston to New Orleans. 


FOREICN. 
English and Irish News. 
Lonpon, May 16. 
In the Commons, this afternoon, 
Gladstone, replying to a request of 
Northcote for further information re- 
garding negotiations with suspects, 
reiterated that it was not conducive to 
law or order to explain the details. 


He said it was the duty of the Govern- 
ment, neither looking to the right or 
left, to open the prison door. He had 
no communications or stipulations of 
consequence. After Gladstone's an- 
swer Balfour (Conservative) moved 
an adjournment of the House. A 
long debate is expected. Balfour 
said the compact with the suspects was 
unexampled in infamy.

Another Case for the Board of Par- 
dons. 

John McTague, who shot and severe- 
ly wounded Henry Savage in Cande- 
laria some time ago, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon in the Esmeralda District 
Court last week and was sentenced to 
six years in the State Prison. The 
Penitentiary is the proper place for 
the blustering bully, still it seems a 
pity that some one had not perforated 
his belly with buckshot while he was 
out. The Board of Pardons may con- 
sider it their duty to on him again, 
seeing this is his second term and his 
third man shot. McTague was par- 
doned in January last and by October 
next his prison conduct record will be 
bad enough to recommend him as 
worthy of favorabie consideration.
